The Secret of Right Judgment 


How can we make the right de- 
cisions? Most people agree that life is 
From one 
point of view, we are confronted with 
a continuous succession of decisions be- 
tween right and wrong. Life is much 
like a highway: we come often to forks 
in the road when we must decide 
whether to go right or left. In one of 
his conversations with the Jews who 
were looking for flaws in His faultless 
life, the Lord Jesus Christ condescended 
to give one vital reason why His judg- 
ment was always right. He said to 
them: “I can of mine own self do noth- 
ing: as I hear, I judge: and my judg- 
ment is just; because I seek not mine 
own will, but the will of the Father 
which hath sent me” (John 5:30). We 
know that He was the infallible Son 
of God, that He never sinned, never 


, 


made a mistake, and therefore we- know 
that all His judgments were right. But 
here He givés us a practical principle, 
which can be applied in our own lives. 
The very first step in every decision 
is to make sure that we put God’s will 
above our own. This often requires 
real heart-searching before God in 
prayer, for we are easily deceived by 
our own selfish desires. But if we hon- 
estly ask God to reveal to us, by His 
Spirit and His Word, anything that may 
be deflecting us from the right course, 
He will do it. Probably one of the 
Devil’s masterpieces is to make us think 
that God’s will is burdensome and im- 
possible. But it is just the contrary, for 
when He commands, He enables, and as 
we present our “bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto God,” we 
shall learn that His will is “good, and 
acceptable, and perfect” (Rom, 12:1, 2). 


The Doctors of France on Drink

ment in 1933 our nation has been 

steadily moving down the river of 
death on which it then embarked. In 
France things are still worse, and the 
medical profession is immensely alarmed. 
They hear the roar of cataracts ahead 
and. are shouting their warnings. Thus 
there has just been published a book 
entitled “Une Croisade Médicale Contre 
L’Alcoolisme” (“A Medical Crusade 
Against Alcoholism”). This is “A Report 
of an Investigation"Among French Phys- 
icians.” It is edited by Dr. Paul Perrin, 
Professor of Medicine in the Faculty of 
Nantes and Laureate of the Academy of 
Medicine. The following is from his in- 
troduction. One should note how vastly.

different in tone it is from the amiable 
and optimistic science of the Yale 
School of Alcohol Studies. He says: 


“Alcoholism is a more fearful scourge 
than tuberculosis, cancer, and syphilis 
together and indeed it favors the devel- 
opment of tuberculosis and _ syphilis. 

“It. has already brought about a pro- 
found moral degeneracy in certain parts 
of France. Forty years from now these 
regions will be destroyed if merciless 
measures are not taken against it. 

“Hospitals and clinics are filled with . 
the alcohol sick, more numerous each 
year. Many are carried off before they 
reach the age of fifty; others will be a 
charge of the state for years. 

“From a third to a half of the sick 
who people the insane asylums of France . 
come there because of their alcoholism, 
or that of their parents, 

‘From a half to two-thirds of the 
crimes committed have been committed 
under the influence of drink or of alco- 
holic degeneracy. 

“And in addition to the sick, the in- 
sane, and the drunkards, already so 
numerous, there is a much greater num- 
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ber of individuals; two-thirds of the 
men and one-third of the women in cer- 
tain areas, who while never intoxicating 
themselves, drink daily an excess of 
wine as a. result ‘of which they show 
incontestable nervous degeneracies, 
among them being most frequently a 
loss of professional conscience in their 
work and of moral sense. 

“Children of hard drinkers, always de- 
generate and often idiots, die in large 
numbers. Children of moderate drinkers 
show definite weakness of the liver and 
the nerveus system. In school they are 
restless and incapable of attention. 

“There is no essential difference be- 
tween alcoholic drinks from the point of 
view. of danger; but the fermented 
drinks, wine at their head, are chiefly 
responsible for alcoholism in certain 
areas because of their wide use. In other 
areas they are the only drinks respon- 
sible. 

“The cells of the generative organs 
being especially sensitive to alcohol, a 
slight accidental intoxication at the mo- 
ment of. conception can have as a consé- 
quence the procreation of a weak child 
marked with degenerative characteris- 
tics. This is the more likely when one 
or both parents are not intoxicated, but 
in a condition of habitual alcoholic im- 
pregnation.” 

(Please note, Dr. Jellinek, Director of 
the Yale School of Alcohol Studies, and 
you, Mr. Seward Hiltner of the Com- 
mission on Religion and Health of the 
Federal Council of Churches.) 

“The presence of wine, cider, and other 
alcoholic drinks in food ration is never 
useful. Wine and other alcoholic drinks 
do not hélp muscular work, but on the 
contrary diminish both production and 
precision. Alcohol is not in the slight- 
est degree utilized by the muscle. This 
is just the reverse with sugar, the true 
muscle fuel. 

“Alcoholic drink of any sort is never 
useful for supplying heat. .On the con- 
trary it produces loss of heat. 

“Alcohol, wine included, is a euphoris- 
tic (or agreeable) poison, as morphine 
or cocaine. 

“All these statements, established on 
rigorous scientific bases, are unknown to 
the general public and often contrary to 
current ideas and prejudices. They 
should be popularized by a heavily en- 
dowed propaganda. The book which we 
now. offer the public, especially to 
teachers and directors of schools, has no 
other purpose than to make known to 
them these propositions which sum up 
the experience of practitioners and the 
research of scientists in the last fifty 
years, but-:which are considered by the 
public as still questionable and peculiar 
to high-strung moralists.” 

I shall now give some of the results 
of this questionnaire among French 
physicians. This will further illustrate 
the deep gulf which yawns between Yale 
alcohol science, so popular now in church 
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and temperance: organizational circles, 
and the terrifying and responsible sci- 
ence of Europe, as related especially to 
the question of inherited alcoholism. 

Long ago Plutarch taught that those 
who were fathered by drunkards them- 
selves often became drunkards. Profes- 
sor Perrin of the Medical School in 
Nantes, with the co-operation of Dr. 
Arondel of the children’s clinic in the 
same school, and of Dr. Charles Ménager, 
has obtained the opinions of physicians 
all over France, based on personal ex- 
perience, concerning alcoholic heredity 
—a thing which the Yale alcohologists 
believe not to exist at all! A few of 
these testimonies are summarized be- 
low: 


Dr. Brousseau: “Universal experience 
attests that families and descendants of 
drunkards have an abnormally high pro- 
portion of psychopaths of all sorts— 
idiots, imbeciles, weaklings, cyclothymes, 
schizoids, schizophrenes, epileptics of 
various types, delinquents, and crim- 
inals.” 

Dr. Vignes: “One fact has often struck 
me, and I have observed it many times. 
It is that the very smallest amounts of 
alcohol seem able to bring on ethylic 
[aleoholic] troubles among relatively 
sober drinkers who are the offspring of 
heavy drinkers.” 

Dr. d’Heuequeville: “Alcohol is the 
principal factor in degeneracy. We find 
it unquestionably in the ancestry of more 
than half of the sick in our neuro-psychi- 
atric service for children, twice as often 
as tuberculosis and syphilis. It is as if 
alcohol suspended at conception the 
dominances of certain of the most deli- 
cate heritable characteristics, allowing 
to come to the surface the recessive 
characteristics (in Mendel’s sense) which 
are primitive and grosser.” 

In a report presented to the Acadeniy 
of Medicine in 1937 Dr. Loir affirmed 
that he had discovered that 8 per cent of 
French children could not follow school 
lessons. According to Dr..de Parrel 
20 per cent are unable to keep up with 
an ordinary class. Dr. Picard of Plau- 
zoles, who cites these figures, adds, “Of 
a hundred defective children, half owe 
their defects to the alcoholism of parents, 
and 25 per cent to the syphilis of par- 
ents. Thus in heredity lies the greatest 
danger from alcoholism. Alcéholic hered- 
ity is one of the greatest factors in 
physical and mental degeneracy.” 

Professor Perrin reports from personal 
inquiry: 

Dr. Ménager: “Heredity defects caused 
by alcoholism are observable especially 
after the birth of the third child.” 

Dr. Monnier finds in children of drink- 
ers “nervous instability, night fright, 
epilepsy, an incredible proportion with 
liver ailments.” 

Dr. Grimaud: “Children wrecked — 
paying heavy toll to i ha tuber- 
culosis.”

Dr. PETTINGILL’S REPLY 


The: Parable of the Ten Virgins does 
not refer to the Church. The coming 
there is not our Lord’s coming: to catch 
up His own to meet Him in the -air; 
rather, it is His coming as Son of. man 
to set up His Kingdom on earth. -Some 
very ancient manuscripts make Matthew 
25:1 read, “Then shall the kingdom of 
heaven be likened unto ten virgins, who 
took their lamps [torches, marg.], and 
went forth to meet the bridegroom AND 
BRIDE.” 

True, the Holy Spirit is a gift, but 
even a gift may be purchased “without 
money and without price” (Isa. 55:1). 
The foolish virgins, “when they took 
their lamps, took no oil with them.’ 
Those who are born again “have this 
treasure in earthen vessels” (2 Cor, 4; 
7), but “if any man hath not the Spirit 
of Christ, he is none of his” (Rom: 8:9). 

Like the wise virgins, the foolish ones 
“trimmed their lamps,” but, since they 
had no oil, they soon said, “Our lamps 
[torches] aré going out” (R. Vi)..A 
torch in such a case will burn for a bit, 
but gives no light, and soon goes out. 
A lamp is._no good. unless it gives light 
(Psa. 119:105). Thé Bible is a lamp, but 
it gives light to those only who have 
oil in their,vessels with the lamp.

* verses of Daniel 9, I am convinced, shows 


that ‘the Church must be completed and 
removed from the earth before the last 
seven years, the seventieth “week” : of 
Daniel, can begin.

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The Origin of the Old Testament 


How our thirty-nine books were written and brought together 
By BASIL F. C. ATKINSON, M.A., Ph.D. 


original arrangement of the Old 
Testament’ was different from that 
which appears in our versions. In 
the Hebrew Bible the Old Testament 
has always been divided into three sec- 
tions, the Law, the Prophets, and the 
Psalms. This division is referred to in 
Luke 24:44. The reason why the order 
is different in our versions is that they 
follow the order of the Greek version 
of the Old Testament which was made 
in Alexandria in Egypt and begun in the 
third century B.C. The translators of 
this version, which is known as the Sep- 
tuagint, altered the order of the Old 
Testament for reasons of their own. 
When the Greek version was complete, 
it contained in addition to the Old Tes- 
tament books the books known as the 
Apocrypha, but these have never been 
in the Hebrew Bible. 


The Hebrew Bible in Our Lord’s Day 


The first section of Old Testament 
books, the Law, comprised the five books 
of Moses, Genesis to Deuteronomy. The 
second section, the Prophets, contained 
the historical books from Joshua to 
Kings, the major prophets, Isaiah to 
Ezekiel, and the twelve.minor prophets, 
Hosea’to Malachi. The third section con- 
sisted of the Psalms, the Wisdom litera- 
tire (Proverbs, Job, Song of Songs, 
Ecclesiastes), and the post-exilic histori- 
cal books with the one Old Testament 
apocalyptic work (Esther, Daniel, Ezra- 
Nehemiah, Chronicles). The books of 
Ruth and Lamentations sometimes ap- 
peared among the prophets as appendices 
to Judges and Jeremiah respectively and 
sometimes in the third division. 

That was the Hebrew Bible in the 
time of our Lord. (A very little of it 
was in Aramaic.) There is no external 
evidence as to its origin apart from the 
statements of the New Testament, which 
names Moses as the writer of the Law, 
Isaiah as the author of both parts of 
the Book in our Bibles under his name, 
the prophets Hosea and Joel as authors 
of the books that stand under their 
names, and David as author of some of 
the Psalms. Our Lord speaks of Daniel 
as the author of his Book, and the New 
Testament also mentions the prophet 
Jeremiah. This, of course, is very far 
from being contemporary evidence, and 
liberal critics have disregarded it on the 
ground that it reflects only the tradition 
of the time. To Christian believers, 


however, the statements made by the 
New Testament about the Old are con- 
clusive evidence, the more so as they 
reflect what the Lord taught on the ques- 
tion. They are also oftinestimable value 
as giving the Lord’s views about the 


Dr. Atkinson is Under-Librarian 
in the University Library, Cam- 
bridge, Eng. In answer to a request 
for information about himself, he 
wrote this reassuring note: “I am 
just a very ordinary humble servant 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, a great sin- 
ner redeemed by grace.

Old Testament. What He believed and 
taught has been contradicted, but rests 
on such indubitable evidence! that, 
whether accepted or not, it cannot be 
seriously doubted. He regarded the Old 
Testament literature as in a class apart 
from all other literature in the world, 
absolutely reliable and possessing’ the 
authority due to the Word of God. His 
view was shared by the Jewish church, 
though at least some sections of it seem 
to have attached greater weight to the 
Law than to the later sections. 

Now how did this literature come into 
being? How did it come to be recog- 
nized as unique? How was it set apart 
frqm all other literature, including. the 
Apocrypha? As we have seen, there is 
no contemporary, external evidence that 
supplies us with answers to these ques- 
tions. There is a Jewish tradition that 
on the return from the exile Ezra, with 
his contemporaries and successors of 
the Great Sanhedrin, collected the books 
and defined the canon. This tradition 
may well rest on a substratum of fact, 
but it is not supported by any evidence. 
If we accept it in its entirety, it does 
not tell us how the books which Ezra 
collected came into being, nor does it 
tell us how Ezra recognized those books 
as canonical. ; 

For the answer to those questions we 
are thrown back upon the statements 
of the Bible itself. We must examine 
these statements, accept them at their 
face value till we find evidence to the 
contrary, and seek with common sense 
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and the right sort of imagination to 
place ourselv@s in the situations which 
they describe. If the Biblical narratives 
are unreliable, then the origin of the 
Old Testament and its recognition as 
unique are wrapped in impenetrable 
mystery. Nothing is left but to guess, 
and there is no conclusion obtainable 
which is not dishonoring to God. The 
ideas of the Old Testament scholar to- 
day derive from Wellhausen and his 
predecessors. Some men who regard 
the Bible as substantially true, even 
call it unique and use the word “inspira- 
tion,” stubbornly cling to the documen- 
tary hypothesis of the origin of the 
Pentateuch. Thus Moses becomes semi. 
mythical and the prophets are made to 
precede the Law. 


These speculations are not evidence. 
We ought-to go first to the repeated 
claim of the Bible to an ultrahuman 


origin. “The word of the Lord came 
unto...” “The Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying ...” This claim, as we have 


seen, was accepted at its face value by 
the Lord and the writers of the New 
Testament.’ The Bible student will find 
an overwhelming mass of phenomena 
to support it. It means that in some 
way the Spirit of God prepared and 
acted upon human personalities so as to 
convey through them God’s message and 
revelation to men. When read and 
studied this message would and does 
authenticate itself, but we may well sup- 
pose that at the times when its various 
parts came into being there was some 
external authentication which induced 
men to accept and read it. 


Moses’ Unimpeachable Authority 

To begin with the Pentateuch. If the 
account of the life. of Moses be true, 
it is not difficult to imagine the circum- 
stances of its external authentication. 
Here was a man who had had a special 
call from God, who had worked miracles 
before the people, whd had led them 
from Egypt across the Red Sea to Sinai, 
whose leadership was confirmed by God 
through many signs during the long 
years in the wilderness, who had spent 
days. alone in, the divine ‘presence on 
the top of the mountain. Moses knew 
that he was not writing of hintself. He 
had seen and heard what he described 
in the holy mount. He says repeatedly 
that. the Word of the Lord came to 
him, It is true that many of the people 
refused his leadership and scouted his 
authority. But there was at least a 
remnant who knew the genuineness of 
Moses. If this great leader told them 
that what he was writing was the Word 
of God, that was sufficient authentica- 
tion, and the Law was accepted in all 
subsequent generations as a revelation 
from God on the unimpeachable futhor- 
ity of the man whose words and works 
God so signally confirmed. And if the 
Book of Genesis was already in exist-

Christian Record of Denmark 

in Nazi times is described in the 
National Jewish Monthly. From 

the King down, the Danes exhibited 
courage and huimanity. They managed 
to smuggle out of the country the great 
majority of Danish Jews, some 7,000 in 
number. When, in February, 1943, the 
Nazis tried to burn the century-old syna- 


gogue in Copenhagen, Danish police. 


swore in a hundred young. Jews as 
auxiliary police to guard the building. 
The scrolls of the Law were ‘secretly 
brought to the Bishop of Copenhagen, 
who hid them in his church. 

Many Jewish children were taken care 
of by Danish neighbors. “Where there 
is room in the heart, there, is room in 
the home,” they said. At one time the 
Germans seized the entire Danish police 
force, for furthering the escape of Jews. 
“If in Denmark there was one instance 
of anyone refusing shelter to a Jew dur- 
ing the Nazi terror, no one has heard 
of it.’ Hundreds of Jewish refugees 
from Germany were also sheltered. 
Danish doctors put healthy men and 
women to bed in hospitals and listed 
them as Gentiles. Clergymen gave sanc- 
tuary in church basements and steeples. 
Unarmed Danes attacked German Ges- 
tapo agents who were arresting Jewish 
women in the streets. 


In the harbor of Copenhagen lay three 
ships waiting to take human cargoes 
to the slaughterhouses of Germany and 
Poland. Only one of them ever sailed; 
the other two were blown up. When 
Danish Jews left their homes in flight, 
Christian neighbors removed furniture 
to their own homes, or other safe places, 
and kept it in trust until the return of 
the owners. 


The Danish Government incurred a 
fifty million dollar debt for the care of 
these refugees of Danish citizenship in 
Sweden. Now the Swedish Govern- 
ment has cancelled this debt. Eighty- 
five per cent of Denmark's native Jews 
and refugee guests reached Sweden 
alive, some escaping: in garbage trucks, 
police cars, and even hearses. When 
they crossed Oresund to Sweden, Swed- 
ish destroyers protected them from Nazi 
pursuit into Swedish waters. Swedish 
pilots led vessels into harbor, and when 
the refugees landed they were greeted 
by whole villages crying, “Welcome to 
Sweden.” When, finally, the Jews re- 
turned to Denmark they found their 
homes refurnished, their commercial es- 
tablishments functioning and in good or- 
der. (Summarized from the Hebrew 
Alliance Quarterly.) 


Encouragements and wamings 
from all the world 


The Cummins Memorial Theological 
Seminary, Summerville, S. C., edu- 
cates colored ministers for the service of 
the Reformed Episcopal Church, and is 
under the very efficient leadership of 
Bishop Joseph Kearney. Baptist, Meth- 
odist, and Presbyterian ministers have 
such regard for Dr.. Kearney that they 
gladly serve as teachers in his seminary 
without pay. Here is the type of church 
unity that one rejoices in, and the col- 
ored churches themselves out of their 
poverty contribute a thousand dollars 
annually to the seminary budget. 


The Carver Bible Institute of Atlanta, 
Ga., has not only day and evening 
classes, but correspondence courses with 
an enrollment of nearly five hundred 
Negroes. “God laid it on our hearts 
to devote vacation days to building up 
Bible correspondence studies .among 
Georgia's million rural Negroes.”: Many 
Negro ehurch-conventions are visited by 
Mr. Payne, head of the Carver Institute, 
and everywhere there is a ready re- 
sponse when the correspondence plan 
of Bible study is presented. These 
yearly Negro conventions have not been 
visi by friendly white people within 
the memory of the oldest Negro. A real 
spirit of sacrifice for maintaining 
churches was everywhere seen.” Mr. 
Payne works with the Mission to 
Churchless Gomraunities. 


English Protestants are celebrating the 
death of the Marian martyrs in the place 
of their burning, and in a current num- 
ber of the English Churchman is men- 
tion of such a pilgrimage to Stratford- 
le-Bow in Essex where, 390 years ago, 
eleven men and two women were burned 
together in the largest martyr fire ever 
kindled in England. The account in Foxe 
is as follows: 


There followed in this happy and blessed 
order of martyrs, burnt in one fire, eleven 
men and two women, whose dwellings were 
in sundry places in Essex. On the day 
appointed that they should suffer, they were 
divided into two parts in two several cham- 
bers. 

The ‘sheriff came to the one part and told 
them that the other had recanted and their 
lives, therefore, should be saved, exhorting 
them to do the like and not to cast away 
themselves. Unto whom they answered that 
their faith was not builded on man but on 
Christ crucified. ; 

Then the sheriff, perceiving no good to 
be done with them, went to fhe other part 
and said the like to them. Unto whom they 
= as their brethren had done be- 


Now when he saw it booted not to per- 
suade, for they were, God be praised, surely 
grounded on the Rock, Jesus Christ, he led 
them to the place where they should suffer. 
And being all there together, most ear- 
nestly they prayed unto God and joyfully 


- 
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went to the stake and kissed it and em- 
braced it heartily. The eleven men were 
tied to three stakes and the two women, 
loose in the midst without any stake. And 
so they were all burnt in one fire, with 
such love to each other and constancy in 
our Saviour Christ that it made all the 
lookers on to marvel. 

Most of these martyrs were arrested 
when secretly observing the Lord’s Sup- 
per. Six weeks previously there had 
been another burning, that of John 
Aprice and Hugh Laverick. Of these 
brave men Foxe says: 

Hugh Laverick, a lame old man, and 
John Aprice, a blind man, were carried 
from Newgate in a cart to Stratford-le-Bow 
and most quietly in the fire, praising’ God, 
yielded up their souls into His hands. Hugh 
Laverick, after he was chained, cast away 
his crutch and, comforting his fellow mar- 
tyr, said unto him, “Be of good comfort, 
my brother, for my lord [bishop] of Lon- 
don is our physician. He will heal us both 
shortly — thee of thy blindness, and me of 
my lameness.” 


In the Baptist Church of Highland 
Park, Michigan, is a Board of Missions 
which has been in existence since 1919 
and which is elected in the same manner 
as the Board of Deacons or the Board 
of Trustees. It corisists of thirteen mem- 
bers and their task is to promote a mis- 
sionary spirit in the church and have 
supervision over missionary activities 
and contributions. Each year there are 
two festivals, the first being in October 
when gifts are assembled for package 
and Christmas mailing to missions the 
world over. This year they sent away 
1,365 articles in addition to cash remit- 
tances. 

Then there is the missionary confer- 
ence. week in February. This year forty 
missionaries and leaders of mission 
groups co-operated. Ten smaller 
churches benefited by having these 
speakers in a week’s conference in their 
individual churches, simultaneously with 
the Highland Park church. The results 
were most gratifying. 

This church has also a fully organ- 
ized Board of Evangelism which con- 
ducts jail preaching, rescue and Gospel 
mission work, hospital visitation, open- 
air evangelism, cottage prayer groups, 
and so on, all of which are sponsored 
by the mission funds of the church. 

In 1920 the Highland Park church, 
realizing the drift in the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention from evangelical Chris- 
tianity, began designating its mission 
gifts to those only. who were sound in 
the faith. Since then they have sent 
from among their own young people 
missionaries, equipped and supported, to 
China, Assam, Africa, the Philippines, 
Bolivia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Puerto Rico, 
and to home fields. At present it has 
twenty-five students in Bible institutes, 
seminaries, and Bible colleges, preparing 
for full-time service. The mission bud- 
get this year is $28,414. 


' The Bible Press of Brazil, which was 
established five Years ago, in Rio de 
Janeiro through Southern Baptist initi- 
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ative, serves all Protestant Christianity 
in that country. It prints Scripture in 
*modern Portuguese for the Brazilian 
people; in its charter is a non-profit 
clause; it economizes by avoiding duties 
and freight costs from abroad. It has 
printed 53,000 Bibles and New Testa- 
ments, with 29,000 on the press, and 
paper ordered for a third printing suffi- 
cient for 50,000 copies more. Now it 
proposes a campaign to enlist every 
evangelical church member in Brazil in 
an effort to place a Bible in the hands 
of one or more persons who never owned 
one previously, and to do it in twelve 
months. This is large-scale colportage 
since there are probably a full half mil- 
lion Evangelicals in Brazil. 


The Bible Press has published the first 
entire Bible ever printed in Brazil which 
is, also, the first one in the modern 
spelling adopted twelve years ago by the 
Brazilian Government. Its management 
has been so successful that, in spite of 
all costs of preparing a text, setting up 
the type, and printing the Bible for the 
first time, they have still assets almost 
equivalent to the whole outlay for the 
first five years. There is every indica- 
tion that within the next two years they 
will need a stock of not less than 100,000 
Bibles and Testaments a year, with large 
increases as time goes on. Every busi- 
nessman will understand that that will 
require a working capital — in this case 
up to $200,000. 

It is. interesting to learn that Dom 
Pedro, the last Emperor of Brazil, and 
that for forty years, once wrote: “I love 
the Bible. I read it every day, and the 
more I read it the more I love it.” 


A Roman Catholic priest, Pére Congar, 
has written in Témoinage Chrétien: 
“During the sixteen years of my priest- 
hood, I have celebrated Mass each year 
on the 24th of August, St. Bartholomew’s 
Day, as a penitential service. A number 
of other priests are doing the same, as I 
know. And why should we not; some 
day, have at the Church of St. Germain 
lY’Auxerrois, whose tocsin formerly 
sounded for massacre, a Catholic prayer 
of intercession and penitence? The re- 
membrance of these violences is still in- 
' tensely alive in the French Protestant 
' consciousness. It plays a role that can 

hardly be exaggerated. It creates be- 

tween Protestants and ourselves a chasme 
.of bitterness and distrust which can only 
be bridged by a confession, made with- 
out reservations, of our repentance, our 
. regret, our sincere repudiation of these 
violences.” 


The Abbé Coutourier of Lyon sent 
last August to a number of priests a 
similar statement in which he urged 
them, on the 24th of August, to ask 
“God’s pardon for the violences com- 
mitted by our fathers. Faithful to their 
faith in Christ, these martyrs suffered 
} and died at the hands of Catholic per- 
secutors and their blood remains a source 
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of tension between us and our Protestant 
brethren. It is intolerable to us!” 

These words of Abbé Coutourier are 
made impressive chiefly by the fact that 
some years ago he urged French Catholics 
to pray for the persecuted Protestants of 
present-day Spain. The present is the 
real test. The massacres of Serb Ortho- 
dox Christians in Croatia by Roman 
Catholicism in the present decade were 
vastly more extensive and even more 
cruel than the massacre of 1572. Forget 
the past and see what can be done to 
restrain your church from its contem- 
porary crimes! 


The church under the cross— only so 
can one describe the Christians of pres- 
ent-day Spain! From one village comes 
the word: “Some of the believers, be- 
ing unable to find sufficient to eat, have 
succumbed, but only to depart to the 
presence of the Lord who wipes away 
all tears. Others, among them I, leader 
of the congregation, have been forced to 
sell nearly all their possessions; even 
the beds on which they. slept, in order 
to buy food. On learning of this lament- 
able situation, we have done all we 
could to help our brethren by special 
collections and by giving tp some arti- 
cles of clothing which we could do with- 
out, some even giving up things that 
were really necessary. Indeed the love 
of the brethren for each other has been 
most marked during .this time of dis- 
tress. The believers in this place have 
remained faithful, and they have been 
able to prove the truth of Romans 8:35 
that, hunger cannot separate us from the 
love of God. One member, a widow with 
five children, when she came to the end 
of her resources, was visited for several 
days by wealthy Catholics bringing:pres- 
ents of food, which they offered her on 
condition: that she should confess her 
sins to the priest. They also promised 
to supply all that was necessary for her 
needs while the shortage lasted. She, 
however, met the temptation with a 
brave and resolute refusal and the Lord 
rewarded her faith by moving a relative 
to take pity on her and render effective 
help.” 

In another village the few sisters, who 
form the congregation, were very oc- 
cupied in the fields, and were not a 
little scared by the heavy punishment 
on some of them when surprised in the 
act of singing praise to the Lord. They 
were kept eight days in prison and find 
heavily. Nevertheless they continue un. 
dismayed. 


One hard-pressed pastor praises God 
for “the extraordinary blessing He is 
giving us in the work. We have had 
to enlarge the hall and, even so, many 
have been obliged to stand. Since Christ- 
mas, more than seventy souls have ‘pro- 
fessed to give themselves to Christ. In 
the Sunday school are 120, most of them 
eager to study the Word.” 
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Achill Island is on the west of Ireland, 
ahd dpen to all the vitalizing winds of 
the Atlantic: ' It is beautiful, and one 
remembers the lovely high fuchsia 
hedges of the Irish west coast. The 
population is Roman Catholic save the 
village of Dugort, and thereon hangs 
a tale. 

Here is a small Church of Ireland 
community which owes its origin to the 
remarkable missionary labors of the Rev. 
Edward Nangle, called the Apostle to 
Achill. In the year 1831 he went from 
Dublin-with a shipload of food to supply 
the needs of the peasantry on the west- 
ern seaboard who were at that time in 
a state of starvation. In 1834 he returned 
and opened a school, and then others, 
until there were four with 420 children. 
The opposition was great, but his preach- 
ing won converts, and the present 
church a century later is witness to his 
zeal, 


St. Demiana in the Desert, about 120 
kilometers from Cairo, is a place of 
Coptic pilgrimage, and on the alleged 
birthday of the saint about 10,000 people 
foregather there. To these crowds a 
group of seven workers sold this year 
books from the Nile Mission Press and 
more than 7,000 tracts. “Many Moslems 
bought from us a great number of book- 
lets, among them ‘The Question of the 
Koran,’ ‘The Ten Sermons,’ and ‘Joseph, 
the Generous Brother. These books 
contained a message to them, and we 
used them to tell them of the Saviour. 
One Copt remarked that he had gone 
to Jerusalem six times to have his sins 
forgiven, but in vain. . He and many 
others were converted.” Compare Ro- 
mans 9:6-9.: : 
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Formosa-had its own iron curtain dur- 
ing wartime, but this is now lifted and 
reports are good: The work among 
aborigines recalled the church of the 
first’ century to a recent observer. Pas- 
tor Dowai. is winning ‘hundreds of his 
fellow tribesmen to Christ. “We stop- 
ped to see the grave of the Bible woman, 
Chi-oang, who with Dowai started this 
work. Over two thousand of: the Tyal 
tribe respect her as their spiritual 
mother and have built a monument on 
her grave.” A Bible school for Speers 
workers is on the way. 

The singing of these tribesmen is mar- 
velous, but all their hymnbooks, as well 
as Bibles, were burned by Japanese 
police. The women work with the.men 
in the rebuilding of churches, At the 
village of Busurin, a Korean young man, 
trained in the University of Tokyo and 
the Presbyterian Theological Seminary 
in Japan, is in charge. In order:to sup- 
port himself he..principals the village 
school with its 600 pupils at the same 
time pastoring various village churches 
and evangelizing indefatigably. Of a 
meeting held in open os our informant 
writes: 

“Of. the. thousand pe A over .600 
were Christians. It wag a great meeting. 
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We were there until the moon came up 
over the Pacific, casting a long red path 
across the water.” 


The African troops camped in Kensing- 
ton Gardens, London, represented a half 
million such, enlisted in the British 
Army during the Second World War. 
Of some of them, who marched in 
the Victory Parade (“with splendid 
rhythm”), an African expert, Dr, Ed- 
win W. Smith, said: “They were of 
a tribe which, when I first knew it 
forty-four years ago, was accounted the 
most truculent in that part of Central 
Africa. Their officers testified in warm- 
est terms of their courageous service 
in Somaliland, Abyssinia, India, and 
Burma.” In the British Weekly, he 
writes: 


“The Army deliberately set itself to 
educate these men. Many thousands of 
illiterates learned to read and write— 
all reports speak of their keenness to 
learn. They were disciplined, well fed, 
well clothed; they came to appreciate the 
value of. hygienic rules. Thousands of 
them became more or less skilled in 
handicrafts and the handling of machines 
as bookbinders, compositors, motor- 
drivers, electricians, masons, carpenters, 
and so on. + Hundreds of men had six 
years of experience as dressers and 
nursing orderlies. The mental horizons 
of all of them were immeasurably ex- 
panded by contact with strange peoples. 

“The Christians were confirmed in 
their faith for, while the pagans found 
that their ancestral divinities did not 
travel with them, the eternal God whom 
they worshiped listened to them every- 
where. How can these men be content 
to sink back into the conditions in which 
the great majority of Africans live, ill- 
nourished, disease-ridden, illiterate?”

Notes of the New Missionary Societies. 
—The Independent Board for Presby- 
terian Foreign Missions counts many 
who have had missionary . experience, 
and among them some of the finest, 
as Dr. and Mrs. Chisholm, Miss Marjorie 
Hanson; Mr. and Mrs. Dwight R. Mals- 
bary, known all over Korea. An Aus- 
tralian woman writes: “I have left my 
Board. I am with you in your testimony. 
Would there be a place for me, an Aus- 
tralian, in your Korea Mission?” She is 
described as “one of the best-equipped 
women missionaries we know, one who 
truly knows the Lord.” From India also 
come two others saying, “We cannot go 
back into a work which is so overwhelm. 
ingly educational that the Gospel has 
little chance. Could we serve under your 
Board?” 

The Lorimer Memorial Baptist Church 
of Chicago has now a missionary budget 
of $25,321 as compared with $4,628 a few 
years ago. It has a missionary education 
committee, the chairman of which is a 
member of the board of deacons; also 
missionary family night dinners are held 
on specified Wednesdays of each month 
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for prayer for missions and to listen 
to a missionary message. In October 
the entire church joins in a missionary 
Christmas party at which Christmas gifts 
for missionaries are received and sent 
to Africa and India. A three-day school 
for missions is being planndd for Janu- 
ary of each year. This church partici- 
pates in the Conservative Baptist For- 
eign Missionary program. 


A Hindu scholar, Nihal Singh, came to 
America during our days of national 


Prohibition, and wrote a report on it to . 


incite his fellow countrymen to adopt 
a similar policy. In the foreword to 
“Dry America. An Object Lesson to 
India,” published in Madras, he said: 
“India with her traditions of temper- 
ance stretching back to the remotest 
ages should have set the pace in prohi- 
bition for the world. That opportunity 
has been lost to us through the action 
taken in the United States, but it is still 
in our power to be the first country in 
the Orient to extinguish the liquor 
traffic.” . 

A prohibition movement was indeed 
started in India in 1937, when the Con- 
gress ministry was in power, and the 
results were’ admirable. But political 
shiftings led to repeal. Now the Prov- 
ince of Madras has a Congress ministry 
again, and one of its first acts has been 
to reintroduce Probibition in four Mad- 
ras districts. The same policy has been 
adopted in some areas of the Bombay 
and Bihar provinces. Ez oriente lux! 


“Was Frauen Erdulden” (“What 
Women Suffer”) was the title of a Ger- 
man pamphlet summarized for THE 
Sunpay Scoot Times, but accounted 
too terrible to print. The same title 
might well be used for another article 
concerning motherhood in the South 
Seas as, for example, in the Solomon 
Islands. 

When the birth time of her little one 
draws near there is no cessation of 
work, even on the last day. “She 
trudges weary miies to the food garden, 
cuts firewood from big logs, and carries 
heavy loads of firewood and food, not 


to speak of water, for the household. ' 


When she gets home at the end of a 
hard day she does the family cooking, 
and, if she reduces her work in the 
slightest, she is called down with, ‘Loafer, 
what did I buy you for?’ 

“As prospective mother she is obliged 
t® build a hut for herself of branches 
and leaves. The furnishing is bua mat 
to lie on and a pair of bamboo contajners 
with drinking water. She is not allowed 
to bathe for thirty days. The hut must 
be on lower ground than the village, 
and away from water and gardens and 
public paths. As she is considered pol- 
luted for this interval she pollutes every- 
thing and everybody with whom she 
comes in contact. Usually she has 
help in her time of agony, for it woul 


cost a husband ten strings of red shell- . 
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money to hire a helper. Nor does the 
husband dare come near her. That 
would anger the tribal spirits and bring 
death to him and to the village. 


“She is obliged to do her cooking, 
and that with inadequate fire, for a 
better one might carry defiling smoke 
to the village. She is cold and half 
starved. When she gets home with her 
child, if the child survives, she is al- 
lowed from two days to a week to rest, 
then returns to the garden and burden- 
bearing, leaving the little ‘one on a mat 
near by and watching it at intervals to 
make sure that the ants are not attack- 
ing it. 

“Those who would leave the Melane- 
sians to their happy tropical life, their 
pan-pipe music, their feasting, and their 
dancing,” writes Miss Sullivan in con- 
clusion, “do not know of the cruelty, 
jealousy, and disease which lie behind 
this superficial happiness. Christ alone 
can deliver them from their terrible 
bondage to fear of evil spirits.” 


There are in Sweden some 25,000 Es- 
tonian refugees from Russian Soviet 
brutality, Imprisonment and deporta- 
tion to Siberia continue in their Baltic 
homeland, and the remaining Lutheran 
clergy are marked for death unless the 
United States, through the United 
Nations, intervenes. Meanwhile those 
who have escaped the house of death 
are training the children now in Sweden 
in organized Sunday schools. The great 
difficulty is lack of Sunday school mate- 
rial, all religious literature having been 
destroyed by the Russians. 

Many teachers in these Estonian Sun- 
day schools speak English and could 
easily utilize English religious literature, 
pictures, manuals, and so on, if pro- 
vided them. It is not probable that they 
would care to use the literature of the 
Iuternational Council of Religious Edu- 
cation, so it is incumbent on evangelical 
Christians to organize an answer to this 
appeal. Parcels of aid, with necessary 
material for Sunday school work in 
Sweden, can be sent to the Archbishop 
of Estonia, Dr. J. Kopp, in care of the 
Y.M.C.A., Brahegatan 1, Stockholm. The 
corresponding address for the American 
zone in Germany can be given on appli- 
cation.

ence, handed down from the patriarchs 
and from the old time before them, 
then the use of it by Moses as the in- 
troduction to his own work would 
authenticate these age-old fragments of 
revelation also. 

No one arose in Israel with the author- 
ity of Moses till the Lord Jesus Christ 
came. How came the second section 
of Old Testament writings to be ac- 
cepted as part of God’s unique revela- 
tion to men? The answer is quite plain. 
These books were accepted as being 
the work of prophets. ~The prophets 
were a special class of. men in Israel 
who existed in order to keep the people 
continually in touch with the will of 
God. In the days of Samuel the Word 
of God was precious. There had been 
no prophets perhaps during the whole 
of the disorganized and unhappy period 
of the judges. But it seems that from 
Samuel’s time until the exile there 
never lacked prophets in Israel. When 
they first arose, their intercourse with 
God seems to have thrown them into a 
curious state of ecstasy. We remember 
that Saul was caught hold of by the 
Spirit of God and lay down naked all 
night. This caused the rumor to spread 
that he was among the prophets. This 
strange condition seems to have been 
induced by the Spirit of God with the 
intention of authenticating the message 
of the prophets and providing evidence 
that these men were in a special sense 
in touch with Him. As soowm as the 
existence of the prophets in Israel was 
established and appreciated, these mani- 
festations appear to have ceased. The 
early prophets wére followed by the 
great prophets of action, such as Elijah 
and Elisha, and later by the writing 
prophets, of whom two of the earliest 
seem to have been Hosea and Amos. 
By the time of Elijah there had been 
established regular “schools of the 
prophets,” and it is likely that here 
records were kept and the historical 
books composed. The prophets were, 
of course, constantly giving a spoken 
word which was recognized as coming 
with divine authority. When prophets 
began to write their message, it.was 
easy to transfer this recognition to their 
written works. 

We do not know the authors of the 
four historical books. The first of them 
is called the’ Book of Joshua, but this 
may as well mean the book about 
Joshua as the Book by Joshua. However, 
the style is so like that of Deuteron- 
omy that we may well imagine that 
Joshua himself, who perhaps edited 
Deuteronomy in the sense at least of 
adding its last chapter, prepared under 
the Spirit’s inspiration this wonderful 
chronicle of his victories and work. The 
Book of Judges appears to be a unity, 
and therefore could not have been writ- 
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ten before the time of Eli. Samuel is 
the most likely author. The books of 
Samuel and Kings, especially the latter, 
must have been composite, the work of 
several authors. Samuel himself may 
have composed the early part of 1 Sam- 
uel. The biography of David is likely 
to have been the work of Nathan the 
prophet or Gad the seer. The history 
was then probably recorded as it pro- 
ceeded, the last part of 2 Kings being 
perhaps the work of Jeremiah. The 
authors of the three great major and the 
twelve minor prophecies are all named. 

There is more difficulty over the third 
section of the Old Testament. Since 
they are placed together after the books 
of the prophets, we might at first sight 
suppose these .books to be late and all 
post-exilic. This does not, however, 
necessarily follow. The books may have 
been placed in a different section be- 
cause they belong to a different class 
of literature, and some of them may be 
contemporary with the prophets. The 
headings to the Psalms which attribute 
authorship may or may not have been 
part of the inspired original. At least 
we are on sure ground when we find the 
New Testament attributing the btilk of 
the Psalms to David. David was a prophet 
and revtognized as such. He himself 
knew that he was writing under inspira- 
tion. “The Spirit of the Lord,” he says, 
“spake by me, and his word was in my 
tongue” (2 Sam. 23:2). Other authors 
were Heman and Ethan and Asaph, the 
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Temple singers. Some of the Psalms 
are anonymous. We do not know the 
circumstances in which they were writ- 
ten, but we can well imagine that at the 
time there was good reason for accept- 
ing them as canonical. Some of the 
Proverbs were written by Solomon, and 
were copied out by order of King Heze- 
kiah. Solomon was known to have been 
endowed by God with unique wisdom, 
and his work wodld be so accepted. The 
author of Job is nameless. Nor do we 
know the date of the Book. Canticles 
is associated with Solomon without a 
necessary implication of authorship. 
Ecclesiastes seems to have been written 
by a post-exilic scribe who tells us that 
he deliberately placed himself in Solo- 
mon’s shoes. Esther is anonymous. In 
the case of Job, Canticles, Ecclesiastes, 
and Esther we cannot tell— apart, of 
course, from the intrinsic worth, which 
would take time to become realized — 
why they were recognized as inspired 
and canonical. But because we do not 
know the reasons it does not follow that 
none existed. If we are humbly to be- 
lieve our Lord, we cannot agree with 
the liberal critics in placing Daniel in 
the second century B.C. Jesus Christ 
spoke of “Daniel the prophet.” The 
great visions and revelations granted 
to Daniel would prove him at once to 
be a prophet and his work would at 
once be recognized as part of God's 
Word. Incidentally, if the Book were of

Bibles and Books for Germany 


How the needs of Gospel-hungry peoples are being met from America 


6¢T5°OR Christ’s sake, hear and help us, 

dear friends!” These words are 
centained in a letter of piteous appeal 
from penitent hearts in Germany, ad- 
dressed to Christian hearts in the United 
States. They are typical of the titude 
of cries rising up from all parts of 
Germany and Austria today. 

With Bibles having been confiscated 
by the SS troops in the homes of the 
people, -with libraries destroyed by 
bombing and burning, with presses for- 
bidden since 1934 to print Christian lit- 
erature of any type, there has arisen in 
conquered Germany a veritable famine 
for the Word of God. 

One Amerjcan chaplain has written: 
“They (Gospels of John in the German 
language] are being received like water 
into the hot sands of the Sahara.” An- 
other chaplain-describes this woeful sit- 
uation: “One civilian pastor told me 
this afternoon that he had only four 
New Testaments with which to train 
dozens .and dozens of students in his 
Bible training classes.” 

The pastor of the Town Mission 
Church in Berlin writes: “God’s Word 


has become precious here in Germany. — 





literally precious— because you can 
scarcely get Bibles here. Also the print- 
ing of new Bibles as well as Christian 
books and magazines makes such slow 
progress that one becomes discouraged.” 

Bishop Dibelius has stated: “The next 
ten years will determine whether Ger- 
many returns to the faith of the fathers, 
or turns Red —there are only two pos- 
sible alternatives open for our people: 
Christianity or Communism! And we 
Christians must have much help from 
Christians elsewhere if-we are to win 
the battles ahead !” 

Through the Bible Meditation League, 
Inc., whose national offices are at 74

Approach to the Lesson 


N THE Epistle to the Romans, Paul 
asks the question, “What advantage 
then hath the Jew?” .He replies, 

“Much every way: chiefly, because that 
unto them were committed the oracles 
of God” (Rom. 3:1, 2). The whole world 
is indebted to the nation of Israel for 
preserving for us the Word of God, the 
Bible. God chose this people to be His 
witnesses in the earth (Isa. 43:10). Their 
history demonstrates the value and the 
authority of His Word. As we ponder 
His dealings with them,.both in mercy 
and in judgment, we learn great and 
important lessons as to our own respon- 
sibility, both as individuals and as 
nations. We see in their behavior the 
blessedness of obedience and the folly 
of self-will. ‘They become thus an out- 
standing object lesson, for all times, em- 
phasizing the truth of the divine gov- 
ernment and wafning against any at- 
tempt to thwart the will of God. 


Through the Hebrew people, to whom - 


He had revealed Himself, He preserved 
for the world the truth of the unity of 
the Godhead as opposed to the imaginary 
deities of the pagan nations. 

Israel, too, gave to mankind the con- 
ception of the Kingdom of God as a 
regenerated society, where the divine 
will was to be accomplished and all 
nations brought into biessing. 

But, best of all, it was through this 
chosen race that the primeval Gospel 
message was handed down through the 
ages, of the Saviour, the virgin-born 
seed of the woman, who in due time was 
to bruise the head of the o]d serpent,

The Historical Setting 


The Book of Psalms, the praise-book 
of the Hebrews, was composed largely 
of Psalms written by David, with a few 
by other writers added, but all divinely 
inspired. Isaiah and Micah were con- 
temporaries, both living and ministering 
in the eighth century before Christ and 
shortly thereafter. Their Books abound 
with prophecies of the Messiah and Is- 
raél’s coming glory under His beneficent 
sway. 


Verse by Verse 

Psa. 119:105—“Thy word is’a lemp 
..2and a light.” The entire Psalm, con- 
sisting of twenty-two sections, arranged 
acrostically in the order of the Hebrew 
alphabet, is a glorification of the Word, 
or testimony of the Lord, which illumi- 
nated the darkness, dispelligg ignorance 
and superstition, and indicating the path 
God would have men take as they pass 
through this scene. That Word is both 
a beacon light shining on high and a 
foot-lamp or lantern to guide the feet 
aright. | 

Isa. 2:2.—“In the last days.” This term 
invariably indicates the days of Messiah, 
when after man’s long years of failure 
to govern himself, the Lord shall appear 
to ‘set up His Kingdom in power and 
thus subject all nations to Himself. 


Verse 3.—“Out of Zion shall go forth 
the law.”. When the King returns to 
earth, as predicted in many prophecies, 
He will set up His throne on Mt. Zion, 
and from thence the Wérd of the Lord 
will go forth to all nations. This will 
be literally fulfilled in the coming day 
of Jehovah’s power. 


Verse 4.—“Neither shall they learn war 
any more.” Until Christ returns there 
will be Wars and rumors of war in spite 
of all well-meant efforts to prevent, them. 
But when He takes the Kingdom He 
will cause wars to cease to the ends 
of the earth. He will work in the hearts 
of men, causing them to hate and judge 
the sins that make for bloody conflicts 
between nations. When His laws are 
written upon men’s hearts they will live 
in peace one with another. 


Micah 6:1.—“Hear ye now what the 
Lord saith.” He has.spoken in His in- 
spired Word. He calls upon all men 
everywhere to listen and to heed His 
voice. He alone can foretell the future 
even as He alone can redeem mankind. 


Verse 2.—“The Lord hath a contro- 
versy with his pedple, and he will plead 
with Israel.” For centuries God had 
warned Israel and entreated them to 
turn from the sins which could only ruin 
them if persistéd in. But ‘they refused 
to hearken, and continued in their folly. 
In fighting against God they were fight- 
ing against their own best interests... 

Verse 3.—“Testify against me.” Ten- 
derly God called upon Israel to explain 
their unfilial conduct. He had been as 
a Father to them. Why had they turned 
away from Him? What had He ever 
done to deserve such callous treatment? 
In what had He wearied them that they 
spurned Him and chose to worship idols

in place of the One who had wrought 
so wondrously on their behalf? 


Verse 4—“I brought thee up out of 
Egypt, and redeemed thee out of the 
house of servants.” God had looked 
upon them in pity and compassion when 
they were downtrodden slaves serving 
in Egyptian brick kilns. He had re- 
deemed them from their cruel bondage 
and brought them to Himself through 
the instrumentality of Moses, Aaron, and 
Miriam. . But, alas, they had forgotten 
Him even as they proved recreant to 
the memory of these great leaders. 


Verse 5—“O my people, remember 
now ... that ye may know the right- 
eousness of the Lord.” He would have 
them recall the deliverances of the past, 
when, in their helplessness, they were 
about to be destroyed, until He inter- 
vened to save them and to thwart the 
evil purpose of their adversaries. In His 
love and in His righteousness He had 
wrought on their behalf. But they had 
forgotten His many mercies and had 
chosen the path of self-will, so that now 
He could do no other in righteous retri- 
bution than deliver them over to the 
will of their enemies. He who would so 
gladly have come to their relief, had 
they but turned back to Him in repent- 
ance, was forced by the very holiness of 
His own being to act as though He were 
their enemy. 

Verse 6.—“Wherewith shall I come be- 
fore the Lord, and bow myself before 
the high God?” It is the question every 
man ought to face. Will it be sufficient 
to come before God with sacrifices and 
offerings, such as were prescribed in the 
Law? These had their place in the Levit- 


ical economy, but they could never take . 


away sin or fit a man to come into the 
presence of the infinitely holy One (Heb. 
10:4). 

Verse 7.—“‘Shall I give my firstborn 
for my transgression?” If I gave the 
dearest on earth, would that suffice to 
put away my sins? Is it this that God 
requires? 

Verse 8—“He hath shewed thee, O 
man, what is good ... to do justly, and 
to love mercy, and to walk hambly with 
thy God.” This is the path of life: to 
give God His rightful place and yield 
heart-obedience to Him. Remember, He 
spoke to a people already in covenant 
relationship with Himself on the ground 
of sacrifice. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

The entire world is indebted to the 
Hebrew people for preserving for us the 
Holy Scriptures, through which alone 
we may learn the mind of God and the 
way of life. Then, too, we may learn 
from Israel’s sad failure the folly of 
taking the path of self-will and so be- 
coming exposed to the displeasure of 
God. While He does not desire the death 
of the sinner, but that all should turn 
to Him and live, He gives to men the 
power ef choice—to yield to Him in

secretaries and brief cases bulging with 
state papers. Greetings are brief, but 
cordial. 


Then General Marshall invites them 
into a large room ‘with a large center 
table, made ready for a conference. Here

leather cases a Bible, and opens it, and 
we hear him say: 


Gentiemen, this is the Word of God, 
the God who made the universe and 
who formed us from the dust of the 
ground. His infinite wisdom, and His 
only, is equal to the task of setting up 
the peace we are striving for. We have 
tried the best of man’s wisdom, time and 
time again, and it always breaks down. 
Now I offer you the wisdom that cannot 
fail. Let us read what God’s prophet 
Isaiah says, in chapter 2, verses 2 to 5:

And many people shall go 
and say, Come ye, and let us go up to 
the mountain.of the Lord, to the house of 
the God of Jacob; and he will teach as 
of his ways, and we will walk in his 
paths: for out of Zion shall go forth the 
law, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem. And he shall judge among 
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the nations, and shall rebuke many peo- 
ple: and they shail beat their swords 
into plowshares, and their spears into 
pruninghooks: nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more. O house of Jacob, 
come ye, and let us walk in the light 
of the Lord.” 

Your imagination sees the faces of the 
gentlemen and their secretaries seated 
around the table take: on various ex- 
pressions: some knit their brows in im- 
patience, some have a quizzical look of 
wonderment that a great statesman 
would have the hardihood to present 
such a plan; others do not attempt to 
hide their great amusement or skeptical 
smiles. Secretary Marshall, in the gen- 
eral opinion about the table, is making 
a monkey of himself! 

Paul tells the Corinthians: “The natu- 
ral man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are foolishness

And ‘young people, we who are be- 
lievers in the Lord Jesus Christ, know

and there and giving their testimony 
to the saving and keeping power of 
Christ. They travel in two big buses 
from place to place. x02 

Among those in the party are: ‘a Jap- 
anese, a German, an Irishman, a Nor- 
wegian, a Scot, an American, a Jew, and 
a Tuscarora Indian. The Indian and 
American fought the Japs in the Pacific; 
the Scot and Jew fought the Germans. 
Just out of the recent war, they are 
traveling together as brothers and sisters 
in peace, and joyously giving their tes- 
timony from the same platform to the 
glory and praise of Jesus Christ, under 
whose banner of love they have enlisted. 
Is that not sufficient proof that Jesus 
Christ the Word of God is the solution 
of final peace? True Christians know 
this; but so few have the faith and cour. 
age to proclaim it.

Topic and Scripture: 


Honoring God Today 
(2 Chron, 5:f; 6:12-21) 


OD “will teach us of his ways, and 

we will walk in his paths” (Isa. 2: 
3, Memory Verse). How does God teach 
us His ways nowadays? (List on the 
blackboard: 1. His Book.) Let me ask 
you three questions to see if you are 
learning this way, and walking in His 
paths. (Let pupils write a yes or no 
to check themselves, and then invite 
discussion.) (1) Do you read the Bible 
every day? (2) Have you learned any- 
thing for yourself from the lessons in 
Sunday school this quarter? (3) Has 
thinking of something in the Bible ever 
made you do (or not do) something? 
Remember how different kings treated 
God’s Word? (Josiah and the Book of 
the Law, the king and Jeremiah’s roll.) 


The prophets taught people in the 
time of the kings. Name some, (Elijah, 
Elisha, Amos, Jeremiah.) Do we have 
prophets, men who speak for God, now? 
What about the preacher and your Sun- 
day school teacher? (List on the black- 
board: 2. His prophets.) Now three 
questions to check whether you are 
learning in this way. (1) Do you attend 
church and Sunday school every Sun- 
day. to hear God’s words in this way? 
(2) Do you listen to any of the great 
radio preachers? (3) Did any. of these 
speakers ever give you an idea which 
made you. do (or not do) something? 
What happened to the people who re- 
fused to hear and obey the words of the 
prophets in the olden days? (Their 
countries were conquered, and the peo- 
ple taken prisoners.) What happened to 
Naaman when he obeyed a prophet’s 
word? (Healed of leprosy.) 


We have a third way of learning. (List 
on the blackboard: 3. His Spirit. Read 
aloud. John 14:26.) When Samuel 
anointed the young David to be king, we 
read, “The Spirit of the Lord came upon 
David from that day forward” (1 Sam. 
16:13). Do you think it was the pres- 
ence of the Spirit in his life that made 
David love his enemies? Can you name 
some men whom. he treated generously? 
(Jonathan and Mephibosheth, Saul.) 
God gives His Spirit to everyone who 
receives His Son as Saviour. Three 
questions: (1) Have. you taken the Lord 
Jesus for your Saviour? (2) Has some- 
thing inside told you you ought to do a 
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certain thing (or not do it)? (3) Did 
you do it (or not do it)? 

Who was the man who learned the 
most—the wisest man in the world? 
(Solomon.) You remember how his 
father David gathered.together the mate- 
rial with which to build a grand Tem- 
ple} and Solomon built it? I like to 
picture that rich and wise king in all 
the glory of his royal robes the day the 
Temple was dedicated. Can you see him 
go up onto a high platform in the middle 
of the court, facing the altar where 
many animals have been sacrificed? 
There he stands in the presence of all 
his people, proud that he has built this 
marvelous Temple? 
him! There, he is kneeling. Now he 
lifts his hands toward Heaven. How 
earnest is his prayer, “O Lord God of 
Israel, there is no God like thee in the 
heaven, nor in the earth.” Then follows 
praise for God’s goodness and His prom- 
ises. Next he pleads with God -to hear 
and answer prayer. (Read 2 Chron. 6: 
14-21.) 

(Let children list in two rows on the 
blackboard those in this quarter’s lessons 
who honored God and those who dishon- 
ored Him, and tell how. The first list 
may include David, Jonathan, Solomon, 
Elijah, Amos, servant girl, Naaman, 
Elisha, Hezekiah, Josiah, and Jeremiah.

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Lord Jesus Christ as a slang word, for 
that is taking His name in vain. 


But the thing you can do that will 
honor God more than anything else is 
to believe on His Son, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and let Him come into your heart, 
and be your Saviour. I hope every one 
of you will do this today, if you haven't 
done it before. People used to think 
that little children could not understand 
enough to believe on the Lord, but they 
have found that they were very wrong 
about this, for thousands of little chil- 
dren all over the world have accepted 
the Lord, and love Him and serve Him. 
When you have done this, you will net 
have a hard time showing honor to God, 


for your heart will be “full of love and’ 


honor for Him. 


You love your mother, and it is not 
hard for you to honor her. You love 
to do things for her, and how you like 
to make something at school for her, 
and bring it home to surprise her. How 
happy it makes her! And God is happy 
when you show Him honor. 


Something else you can do to honor 
God is to tell others about Him. Many 
people do not know a thing about the 
Lord Jesus Christ except that they hear 
His name in swearing. Yes, even peo- 
ple in America. So you can always be 
telling others how Christ died for our 
sins on the cross of Calvary, and rose 
again, and is gone into Heaven, where 
He is making ready a mansion for each 
one who loves and serves Him, and He 
is coming again some day to take us to 
be with Him forever. 

Isn’t that a wonderful story to tell? 
Better than any fairy tale you ever 
heard. And it is not a fairy tale, it is 
true. 

Maybe you can think of other ways 
of -honoring God. What about giving 
some of your money to help in His serv- 
ice, and send missionaries to preach the 
Gospel? Or how about doing kind things 
to others for Christ’s sake? Get on your 
thinking caps and see if you can think 
of other ways of honoring God. 

And remember this, God will honor 
and reward the one who honors Him.

Maccabeean date, there is no obvious 
reason why it should ever have been 
included in the canon. Ezra and Nehe- 
miah were quite clearly the authors of 
the books that pass under their names, 
and the identity of style between Ezra 
and Chronicles shows that Ezra was the 
composer also of the latter. With the 
completion of Chronicles the canon 
closed, unless later prophets such as 
Malachi were subsequently inserted in 
their places. 

A further difficulty about many of 
the Psalms, Job, and Ecclesiastes par- 
ticularly arises from the fact that far 
more than anywhere else in the Old Tes- 
tament they are a record of human ex. 
perience. Many of the Psalms are 
prayers. This element is not entirely 
absent from the Law and the Prophets, 
but those two divisions consist mainly 
of direct revelation from God in the 
form of narrative or inspired interpre- 
tation of the past, command, or predic- 
tion of the future. When we reach the 
Psalms, we find.an emphasis on per- 
sonal religion, and we often see the 
hearts of the writers laid bare. We often 
find that we are reading not what God 
is commanding but what David and 
others are praying and thinking. What 
bearing has this upon inspiration? A 
little thought should remove all diffi- 
culties. We may believe that all this 
human experience is laid bare in the 
Bible to enable us to interpret our own 
hearts, in which every reader of these 
wonderful writings cannot fail to find 
some response. These things are in- 
tended to’ be the mirror of our own 
hearts. And, of course, it is our duty 
and joy to believe that the record of 
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these experiences has been inspired for 
our benefit by the Holy Spirit of God. 


Finally, in considering the question of’ 


Old Testament origins, we ought not to 
forget that the writers— doubtless un- 
der the inspiration and restraint of the 
Spirit of God—made use of earlier 
material, inspired or uninspired. We 
have already seen regson to believe that 
the ‘early parts of Genesis had been 
handed down from time immemorial, 
and were incorporated by Moses into 
his work, being perhaps translated by 
him into classical Hebrew. We find 
references to earlier lost uninspired 
works such as the. Book of thd Wars of 
the Lord (Num. 21:14), or the Book of 
Jasher (Josh. 10:13). Genealogies, cen- 
sus numbers, and the like were prob- 
ably taken from official records. The 
compiler of Chronicles relied on the 
Book of Kings, the prophecy of Isaiah, 
and lost works such as those of Gad (1 
Chron. 29:29) and Nathan (2 Chron. 9: 
29), and the visions of Iddo (2 Chron. 
13:22) (unless these three last be incor- 
porated in our present Book of Kings). 
Thus God prepared the human instru- 
ments, gave them the necessary experi- 
ence, controlled their education and en- 
vironment, and guidéd them, when it 
was needed, to select right material.

These statements come from the Loire- 
Inferieure where alcoholic heredity has 
often been observed by Drs. Guiandeau, 
Dardeler, and a long list of others. 

Dr. Royer declares that mental and 
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physical defects (traceable to alcohol) 
are frequent—among them degeneracy 
and epilepsy. All the physicians of 
Morbihan. (many names cited) find in- 
herited alcoholic degeneracies very fre- 
quent, This is also the opinion of a 
long list of doctors in Finisterre. 


A group of doctors in the Eure insist 


that it is the children -who are called 
on to pay the fathers’ bills in physical 
and intellectual degeneracies. In the 
Vendée it is affirmed that numbers of 
children are a burden on society. The 
diagnosis. of schoolteachers is “alcohol- 
ism of parents.” 

Dr. Duwat of Loiret says that “ninety 
per cent of the alcohol sick in our hos- 
pital show an alcoholic heredity.” Dr. 
Ouvrard of Vendée adds: “Children and 
grandchildren of alcoholics fall to tuber- 
culosis far more readily than’ others.” 

Dr. Papou of Vendée: “Alcohol prepares 
the seed-bed.for tuberculosis. I have 
seen families die out in the third gen- 
eration because of the alcoholism of an 
ancestor.” 

Few dissent. Dr, Besnier declares that 
alcoholic heredity exists, but not so 
widely as some think. “The sobriety of 
the mother counterbalances the father’s 
alcoholism.” Three other doctors also con- 
sider it rare, but twenty-five others listed 
insist that it is frequent, and Professor 
Neyrac winds up the investigation with, 
“Alcoholism is more injurious to chil- 
dren and grandchildren than to the alco- 
holic himself.” 

Anyone who wants to take the measure 
of the Yale School of Alcohol Studies 
should get this book and ponder on its 
horrible contents. Then he should notice 
whether the Yale Quarterly Journal of 
Studies on Alcohol has reported on it 
(its date was 1945), and whether its re- 
port, if there is one, is adequate.

The Lesson in General 
By Tom M. Olson | 

Introduction to the Lesson 

OME matters in the Christian life 

are left to the individual conscience, 

and where’ such is the case, the ef- 
fect of action must be considered in 
relation t6 others. 

In this lesson, the Holy Spirit, through 
the Apostle Paul, enumerates two things 
which regulate conduct: (1) knowledge, 
and, (2) love. 

To: an. intelligent believer, an idol is 
nothing but a man-made god. He knows 
that victuals waved or presented to an 
idol have not been changed in the least 
by such an act. This knowledge gives 
him. liberty to eat such food without 
defiling his own conscience; but because 
there are other believers who are not 
s0 far advanced as he, it might not be 
wise for him to exercise his liberty. 

Love toward believers with weak con- 
seiences should be the regulator of con- 
duct. Happy the Christian who is will- 
ing, at the expense of self-interest, to 
regulate his liberty by the law of love. 
He will be doing the things that edify 
instead of those that offend. 


The Lesson in Detail 

1 Cor. 8:4.—“We know that an idol ts 
nothing in the world, and that there is 
none other God but one.” What a 
world-wide house cleaning would be ef- 
fected, did all possess the knowledge 
that'an idol is “nothing in the world.” 
Although the idol was nothing in real- 
ity, it was something to the consciences 
of some, and that must be borne in mind. 
What a contrast this verse presents be- 
tween the many idols and the one true 
and living God! 

Verses 5, 6.—“For though there be that 
are. called gods, whether in heaven or 
in earth, (as there be gods many, and

lords many,) but to us there is but one 
God, the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we in [or for] him; and one Lord 
Jesus Christ, by whom are all things, 
and we by him.” In the imagination of 
the heathen, there are many so-called 
“divinities,” but for us there is but one 
God. 

In this passage the different uses of the 
words “God” and “Lord” are clearly 
seen. The apostle is not giving a treatise 
on the Godhead, but is referring to 
“God” and “Lord,” as believers refer to 
them. For example, when a believer 
speaks specifically of “God,” he speaks 
of the Father: ““God so loved the world.” 
When he speaks specifically of “Lord,” he 
means the Son, Jesus Christ. “The Lord 
is at hand” or “Rejoice. in the Lord 
alway,” are examples. 

It does not state here what the nature 
of. that one Lord is; but we know’ from 
numerous other passages that He is both 
God and Man. 

An intelligent believer does not speak 
of himself as a child of Christ — he says 
a child of God, or a child of the Father. 
An intelligent Christian does not speak 
of himself as a believer in God, for there 
is nothing distinctively “Christian” in 
believing in God. James tells us that 
even the demons do that and tremble 
(Jas. 2:19). The Psalmist informs us 


‘that it is the fool who says in his heart, 


“There is no God” (Psa. 14:1; 53:1). 


,_The intelligent Christian speaks of him- 


self as a believer in the Lord Jesus 
Christ (Atts 16:31). The Lord Jesus 
told His disciples, “Ye ‘believe in God, 
believe also in me” (John 14:1).

Notice the expressions: “The Father, 
of whom are all things ...and... 
“Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are all 
things.” The Father plans and the Lord 
Jesus Christ executes. Thus it is clear 
that when the apostle says, “There is 
but one God, the Father ... and one 
Lord Jesus Christ,” ne is not denying the 
essential deity of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
but is speaking of them as we do when 
we speak specifically of “God” and 
“Lord.” 


Verse 7.—“Howbeit there is not in 
every man that knowledge: for some 
with conscience of the idol unto this 
hour eat it as a thing offered unto an 
idol; and their conscience being weak 
is defiled.” Some who through custom 
continued to think the heathen gods 
actually possessed power could not rid 
themselves of the idea that meat which 
had been dedicated to them was defiled 
and ought not be eaten by a Christian. 
If such a person, lacking the knowl- 
edge of the nothingness of the idol, saw 
a Christian who was strong in the faith 
eating such meat, he might be encour- 
aged to do it also, even though his con- 
science forbade him. In doing that which 
he regarded as wrong he would be de- 
filing his conscience. The “strong” 
brother would be stumbling the “weak.” 

Conscience can be enlightened by the 
Word of God. It is one’s duty and priv- 
ilege to enlighten one’s conscience as to 
the true meaning of Christian liberty. 


Verse 8—“But meat commendeth us 
not to God: for neither, if we eat, are 
we the better; neither, if we eat not, are 
we the worse.” What volumes of strange 
teaching Christendom would have been 
spared had this verse been believed! 
“Be not carried about with divers and 
strange doctrines. For it is a good thing 
that the heart be established with grace; 
not with meats, which have not profited 
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them that have been occupied therein” 
(Heb. 13:9). 


Verse 9.—“But take heed lest by any 
means this liberty of your’s become a 
stumblingblock to them that are weak.” 
It has been remarked that when Paul 
speaks of a weak brother, he does not 
mean one who is weak in the sense of 
being easily unfiyenced to do wrong, but 
one who is weak iin the faith — one who 
is overscrupulous—and who does not 
see that the eating of food which has 
been offered in worship of false gods is 
a matter of moral indifference. Those 
who are strong in the faith, who under-« 
stand the meaning of Christian liberty, 
should so conduct themselves that their 
actions shall prove to be stepping stones 
rather than stumbling blocks to the weak 
ones. 


Verses 10, 11—“For if any mdn see 
thee which hast knowledge sit at meat 
in the idol’s temple, shall not the con- 
science of him which is weak be em- 
boldened: to eat tho#%& things which are 
offered to idols; and through thy knowl- 
edge shall the weak brother perish, for 
whom Christ died?” Some have im- 
agined a contradiction between this pas- 
sage and John 10:28 — “I give unto them 
eternal life; and they shall never per- 
ish.” But this word “pérish” is not lim- 
ited to the second death;* it is also ap- 
plied to physical death: for example, 
Luke 11:51, “From the blood of Abel 
unto the blood of Zacharias which per- 
ished between the altar and the temple.” 

The teaching of the passage is, through 
a lack of consideration, a “strong” 
brother may bring a “weak” one under 
the chastening of the Lord. It may be 
to “the destruction of the flesh” as in 1 
Corinthians 5:5, where one who has sin- 
ned is delivered unto “Satan for the 
destruction of the flesh; that the spirit 
may be saved in the day of the Lord 
Jesus.” 


Verse 12.—“But when ye sin so against 
the brethren, and wound their weak con- 
science, ye sin against Christ.” Saul of 
Tarsus in his unsaved days learned that 
in doing violence to the hodies of be- 
lievers, he was violently treating Christ 
Himself (Acts 9:4). Here he teaches that 
the smiting of a weak conscience is an- 
other form of smiting Christ. How care- 
ful then should strong Christians be! 


Verse 13.—“Wherefore, if meat make, 


my brother to offend, I will eat no flesh 
while the, world standeth, lest I make 
my brother to offend.” This fervid dec- 
laration of the apostle manifests his 
decision to live according to the law of 
love. . He had said at the beginning of 
the chapter,-“Knowledge puffeth up, but 
charity edifieth.” 

Rom. 14:21.—“It is good neither to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother stumbleth, or is 
offended, or is made weak.” What an 
offence and stumbling block drinking 
has been—and is! Read the Book of

KNOWLEDGE To SHARE 


HEN, as children, my sister and I 

were involved in difficulties, I 
would be told, “You are older. You 
ought to know better.” My sister was 
four years younger, and often I won- 
dered how old she would have to be 
before she, too, would “know better,” 
and I would not be held responsible for 
my example.to her. 

The time never comes when we who 
have advantages are not responsible for 
someoné else. Advantages may include 
age, education, a good home, good job, 
talerits, health, helpful friends, pleasant 
environment; but whatever they are we 
are debtors to those whose resources are 
not as great, and whom we may influ- 
ence for good through our stewardship 
(Rom. 1:14). 

Our lesson emphasizes the glorious ad- 
vantage of a knowledge of God, and the 
obligation we owe when we know and 
love Him. Nine times in the chapter 
(1 Cor. 8) we find the word “knowledge” 


_or some of its parts. Notice two kinds 


of people intimated. One group had 
vain knowledge, misinterpreting the truth 
(v. 2), the other knew the reality ofa 
living Lord (v. 6). Is knowledge the 
possession of personal opinions, ,or is it 
the perception of truth and reality? If 
the latter is our definition, it follows 
that all true knowledge must be founded 
upon fact, and those who know the truth 
are obligated to share the truth with 
others, and to do nothing that would 
hinder another from accepting the truth 
(v. 10). 

Knowledge is not a complete posses- 
sion of details. It is linked with faith 
in “things not seen.” A speaker who 
had announced as his topic, “Things I 
Know,” was introduced to his audience 


. as a brave man to claim to know any- 


thing with certainty, because knowledge 
is difficult to acquire. The speaker jus- 
tified his topic with Scriptures such as 
these: , 

“I know that my redeemer liveth” 
(Job 19:25). 

“We know that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God” 
(Rom. 8:28). ‘ 

“I know whom I have believed” (2 Tim. 
1:12). 

“We know that, when he shall appear, 
we shall be like him” (1 John 3:2). 

What are the responsibilities such 
knowledge involves? It. obligates us as 
Christians to guard our actions so others 
will not be led into harm. ~ There is a 
negative and positive side to this obli- 
gation. We must do nothing that will 
have a destructive effect (vs. 11-13), and 
in a constructive way we must share 
our knowledge with those who are weak 
but willing to learn (v. 9). 

_ Since opinions among Christians dif- 
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fer, how may we determine that which 
is true fact or human reasoning? How 
will we know whether a thing is funda- 
mentally right or wrong? (Rom. 14:1 to 
15:3.) Here are two tests to apply to 
controversial problems. Note how they 
eliminate selfishness by putting the glory 
of God first and welfare of others second. 

1. Will this act hurt me materially, 
mentally, or spiritually? (1 Cor. 6:19, 
20.) 

2. Will it hurt or hinder someone else? 
(chap. 10: 29-33.) 

This question once came to me in a 
letter: “Is it wrong for a minister to 
smoke?”. How. would you reply. in the 
light of the above Scripture? 

How would you answer this argument 
of a young friend? “People with low in- 
comes shouldn’t drink because they de- 
prive themselves and families of things 
which are needed for the home. Rich 
people can afford ‘social drinking’ if it 
does not lower their living conditions.” 
Could it be right to do something fun- 
damentally wrong if one is rich enough? 
(Psa. 49:6, 7; Mark 10;21-23.) 

We in America cherish our freedoms, 


but one freedom to which a Christian: 


has no right is the freedom to offend 
a neighbor (Rom. 15:2, 3), or to hurt his 
own body and soul (Phil. 1:20).

FRIEND once took me to dinner in 

a magnificent hotel. The dining 
room sparkled with cut glass and silver. 
Everyone there seemed to have all that 
money could buy. 

We noticed a tall, dark-haired girl 
come in, followed by a gentleman. She 
was beautifully dressed and would have 
been pretty if she had not looked cross 
and unhappy. My friend and I sat there 
eajoying our dinner and the beautiful 
surroundings. We were also wondering 
how many of the wealthy guests there 
had a mansion prepared for them in 
Heaven. 


‘Suddenly a shrill voice attracted our 
attention. “I tell you, I will make a 
speeth. No one shall stop me.” Every- 
oné turned to look at the dark-haired 
girl. She had risen from her seat at 
the table and was trying to make an 
incoherent speech. The man she had come 
in with was trying to get her to sit 
down-and be quiet. But she would not. 
She kept right on standing there saying 
crazy things. 

Finally, with the help of one of the 
waiters, the man managed to get her 
out of the dining room. We feared the 
poor girl had suddenly lost Ker mind, 
but one of the waiters said to us, “She’s 

right: Just had too much wine. We 
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try to keep them out when they are 
like that, but sometimes it is hard to 
tell.” - 

Too much wine! The Bible says, 
“Wine is a mocker.” Wine made a fool 
of that poor girl. When she took her 
first drink I am sure she never dreamed 
that it would some day make Aer dis- 
grace herself publicly. Most likely she 
thought a drink would make her smarter 
and more brilliant. Instead of that it 
made her a fool. If she found out after- 
ward how she had acted I am sure she 
would never want to go into that hotel 
again. “Wine is a mocker.” 


“Strong drink is raging.” 

Do you know what “raging” means? 
It means to be furiously angry. Strong 
drink can make a person very angry 
over nothing. Once some neighbors 
heard a man shouting at his wife and 
threatening to kill her. So they called 
the police, and the man was taken to 
jail. When he came up for trial, the 
judge asked his wife what she had to 
say about it. She said, “He is gentle 
as a lamb unless he has been drinking.” 
Truly, “Strong drink is raging.” 


“Whosoever is deceived thereby 
is not wise.” 


Henry and Tom started to go to school 
together in the first grade. They were 
friends all through school. A Sunday 
school was started in their community. 
Henry attended, but Tom did not. Henry 
accepte@ Christ as his Saviour and 
started to follow Him. There were some 
tough boys in that community. They 
tried to make the younger boys drink 
and smoke. They said anyone who re- 
fused to drink was a “sissy.” Tom started 
to drink, but Henry did not. He said: 
“I don’t care what you boys call me. 
I am a Christian, and I will not taste 
the stuff.” 

Henry and Tom are both men now. 
Not very long ago they saw each other 
again. Henry has a happy Christian 
home. Tom has nothing, because he 
spends whatever he gets for liquor. He 
said to Henry: “I never thought the 
stuff would get such a hold on me. I 
have decided many times that I will 
never touch a drop again, but I cannot 
help it. How I wish I had been as 
wise as you!” Henry tried to tell Tom 
that the Lord Jesus could save him from 
sin, but he did not seem interested. He 
only said again, “I wish I had been as 
wise as you.” Perhaps Tom never heard 
the verse, “Wine is a mocker, strong 
drink is raging: and whosoever is de- 
ceived thereby is not wise,” but he has 
proved it true. 


CONCLUSION 
Let us say Proverbs 20:1 all together. 


Then let us pray that no one in our’ 


class may ever be foolish enough to 
take the first drink of liquor.

Topic and Scripture: 
Jonadab’s Children Make a Promise 
, (Jer. 35:6-10, 18, 19) 


UR story today goes back to the Old 
Testament. Did you know that the 
Bible is divided into two parts? They 
are called the Old and the New Testa- 
ments. I will show you in my Bible 
how it is. The Old Testament was 
written before Jesus was born, and the 
New Testament was written afterward.

Wine was 
a bad thing. 

And Jonadab probably had as many 
children as the old woman who lived 
in the shoe. So he said .to these chil- 
dren, “I want you never to drink wine 
or strong drink. And you must tell 
your children never to drink it either.” 

Jonadab’s children listened and prom- 
ised, “We will drink no wine” (Jer. 35: 
6, Memory Verse). 

Those children grew up, were mar- 
ried, and had children. They also prom. 
ised, “We will’—what? Then the 
grandchildren grew up, married, and 
had children. They also promised — 
what? ° 

My, what a fine, strong family! If 
they had lived today, do. you think, 
Ronny, they would have made good 
plane pilots? Ship captains? Drivers 
of cars? 

Joe, will you stand the flannel board 
up? .. Betty, please look in the Treasure 
Chest for some magazine pictures. Give 
each child one. 

Now we shall come up, one at a time, 
and put our pictures on the board.

What promise should he make to God?

Oh, I wonder who this is? Is it a 
guard who watches the railroad tracks 
in time of war?

Wherever we turn in the natural world 
we see about us evidences of God’s 
power and precision and perfection. The 
Psalmist reminds us that the heavens 
declare God’s glory and that the earth, 
or firmament, shows his handiwork (Psa, 
19:1-6).. Only a God of infinite power 
and might could swing the blazing suns, 
which we call stars, through space with 
a precision of timing that puts,to shame 
the best of. man-made chronometers. 
Only a supreme intelligence could blend 
the marvelous colors of a sunset or a 
sunrise. Only infinite power could launch 
the thunderbolt, or create the towering 
mountains, or the mighty rivers of this 
earth that so often sweep away, like 
cardboard, the best of man’s planning 
and engineering. 


And yet, in contrast to all this mighty 
power, the microscope reveals the in- 
finite beauty and design and refinement 
in the smallest forms of animal and 
plant life.

Here he was a guest in Judge 
Thompson's home on December 23, 1873, 
lecturing that evening on Temperance in 
the First Presbyterian Church. With great 
power, he related how his sainted mother 
and her friends had united in prayer with 
and for the liquor sellers of his native town 
until they surrendered their soul-destroying 
business, 


When about to close, he said to his 
audience: “Ladies, you-might do the same 
thing here if you had the samé faith!” 
Turning to the ministers and temperance 
~ leaders on the platform, he added: ‘“Sup- 
pose I ask the ladies of this assembly to 
signify their opinions on this important 
subject,” and received their nodded assent. 


* 
To his audience, he then solemnly said: 
“Will anyone here tonight fight the liquor 
trafic as my mother fought it—with the 
Bible and prayer? This matter is in the 
hands of the women. Who will obey the 
call?” A trembling woman arose, another, 
and still others, until seventy women were 
on their feet — nervous, hesitant, almost 
frightened — yet anxious to do God's will. 
“Ladies, pray about this,” the lecturer ex- 
claimed—‘‘God’s clock has struck the hour!”

Delinquency and Alcohol.—Seventy 
per cent of the arrests made today are 
among minors and adolescents, says Lt. 
L. W. Calderwood, juvenile officer of 
Evanston, Ill., and he adds that alcohol 
is more responsible than any one other 
factor in causing delinquency. Use of 
beverage alcohol frequently leads to the 
broken home. When the restraining dual 
authority of the parents is removed, the 
adolescent frequently gets into difficul- 
ties with the law.—Notes taken from Lt. 
Calderwood’s lectyre, October, 1946.

Increased Automobile Insurance.—In- 
creases as high as 100 per cent in auto- 
fnobile insurance have been noted in re- 
cent weeks. Says one insurance com- 
pany in notifying of the increase, “Our 
greatest regret in the necessity for rate 
increases lies in the fact ‘that higher 
rates are accompanied by increased loss 
of life and injuries.” What is the cause?
